Special envoy seeks meet with Nixon 


WASHINGTON (AP) - South 


Vietnam's special envoy Ngu- 
yen Phu Due today sought a 
fourth meeting with national se- 
curity adviser Henry A. Kissin- 
ger on the final shape of a Viet- 
nam peace settlement. 


Vietnamese 
diplomatic 


sources said Due would again 
see Kissinger at the White 
House before returning to Sai- 
gon, but a White House spokes- 
man said after Thursday's dis- 
cussions "nothing is set at this 
time." 


Underlying the conflicting re- 


ports were indications that the 
United States is growing im- 
patient and may not wait for its 
South Vietnamese ally to ap- 
prove before signing a final 
peace agreement 
with the 


North Vietnamese. 


Informed sources said Saigon 


is not now ready to initial the 
modified draft agreement wor- 
ked out between Kissinger and 
the North Vietnamese in secret 
Paris talks. 


Nixon, who along with Kissin- 


ger, met with Due twice before 
flying off to Key Biscayne, 


Fla., Thursday, is reported as 
determined as ever to settle the 
Vietnam war on honorable 
terms as quickly as possible. 


Before his meeting with Due, 


Thursday, Nixon also called in 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff for 
what deputy press secretary 
Gerald L. Warren called "a re- 
view of the entire situation in 
South Vietnam." 


Kissinger is scheduled to join 


the President in Florida today 
whether or not there is a fourth 
meeting with Due. 


The White House and the 


Pentagon said, 
meanwhile, 


there will be no formal an- 
nouncement in the future of 
large troop withdrawals from 
Vietnam, although the Penta- 
gon said small withdrawals 
would continue. 


By ending the formal an- 


nouncements, the Hentagon 
said negotiators in Paris would 
be given additional flexibility in 
discussing troop levels. A 27,- 
000-troop ceiling set for today 
has been reached, the White 
House said.

Edwards vows to try

NEW ORLEANS (AP) - 


Gov. Edwin Edwards, shivering 
at the charred window from 
which five women leaped fa a 
desperate bid for life, vowed he 
would leave no stone unturned 
in seeking a way to prevent an- 
other such tragedy. 


He pulled on some rubber 


boots and donned a hard hat 
Thursday before he climbed 15 
flights of staii* to examine the 
scene of Wednesday's fire. 


"I am not an expert in this 


field," Edwards said. "I do not 
know whether updating or 
changing the state fire code is 
required, but I do not want to 
leave any stone unturned in de- 
termining this." 


A cold wind whistled through 


the ruined top floors of the 16- 
story Rault Center, an office 
and apartment complex. 


The governor shivered as he 


looked out the charred 15th sto- 
ry window where five women 
made their despairing leap and 
landed on the roof of an adjoin- 
ing building eight stories below. 


Three of them were killed. 


The other two were injured 
critically. 


Edwards ordered State Fire 


Marshal Raymond Oliver of 
New Orleans, who was along on 
the tour, to study possible revi- 
sions in fire regulations for tall 
buildings. 


Oliver said he long has advo- 


cated sprinkler systems in any 
building more than five or six 
stories high.

Since tradi- 
tion is important during the 
holidays, there is a personal 
reward in knowing that there 
was no shortcut to the bakery 
for cookies and cakes. 


Whatever their origins, 


Christmas cookies are here 
to stay. Children, especial- 
ly, enjoy character cookies 
with frosting and sparkles. 
Animal characters cut from 
paper plates (Funny 
Friends) may be used as pat- 
terns for shaped molasses 
cookies, decorated with spar- 
kles and strung on a tree or 
used as table plaresettings. 


CANDY CANE COOKIES 
1 cup vegetable shortening 
1 cup confectioners' sugar 
11 teaspoon pare vanilla or 


anise extract 


Grated Had of 1 lemon 


tMi caps NasMled all-purpose 


Hear 


1 eg g yalk 
</4 teaspaea water 


Red fead celerlag 


Mix shortening, sugar, egg 


and vanilla. Stir in lemon 
rind and flour until well 
blended. Turn out dough on 
floured surface and knead a 
few times until a smooth 
ball.

However, much additional 
information is. included which is 
just "extra" to many users 
unless they encounter problems 
with the use of a particular 
Deduct. 


What are examples of "ex- 


tra" information? Antidotes 
are not of value unless a 
problem occurs whereby this 
may 
become 
information 


seriously needed. The name of 
the product can be of value to 
medical or poison control 
personnel where accidental 
ingestion or spillage is in- 
volved. 
fi! case of non- 


performance, the name and 
address of the manufacturer 
may be important. These 
examples illustrate the fact 
that the product label is the best 
and most accurate source of 
immediate information for the 
user. 


The next time you purchase 


an item, read the information 
on the product label. You may 
be surprised at what you find.

Hear Dr. Lamb—My wife 


has a serious medical prob- 
lem and the medical bill has 
a'^eady reached $15,000. She 
developed diarrhea which 
the doctors thought was bac- 
terial colitis. She was hav- 
ing bowel movements 10 to 
15 Units a day. She was ad- 
mitted to the hospital ICU 
with diarrhea and pneumo- 
nia. Finally, they said she 
should be on a strict gluten- 
free diet and the only medi- 
c i n e she would need 
would be prednisone. I took 
her home and then one 
morning she went to the toi- 
let and dropped to the floor 
with a stroke. The doctors 
claimed she also had a small 
bleeding around the brain. 
They released her with the 
same i n s t r u c t i o n s . Her 
weight dropped from 100 to 
118 pounds. I have to help 
her in and out of bed and on 
and off the toilet. We have a 
s e r i o u s problem which I 
wish someone could possibly 
solve. Can you help in any 
way? 


Dear R e a d e r—The prob- 


lem is Celiac disease, caused 
by a defect from birth pre- 
venting absorption of gluten, 
a product found in all cere- 
als except corn and rice. It 
is present in wheat, rye, 
oats, and barley. It is a diffi- 
cult problem to diagnose 
and treat. 


Individuals with this prob- 


lem must eliminate all foods 
that contain gluten. They 
cannot e^t any cereals ex- 
cept corn and rice or use 
any foods that have used 
any other cereal*. This elimi- 
nates foods made with wheat 
flour such as gravy, breads, 
cakes, or any pastries that 
use flour for thickening. Soy 
flour and rice flour can be 
used as substitutes. 


At first, most of these in- 


dividuals should not use milk 
or any items made with any 
milk products. The damaged 
small bowel usually does not 
have the enzymes necessary 
to digest the milk sugar, lac- 
tose, and it too aggravates 
the problem. 


Sometimes all sugar and 


Jqods w^Ui, sugar, which in- 
clude fruits, and ordinary 
table sugar must be elimi- 
nated. Ordinary sugar is a 
d o u b l e sugar and the se- 
verely damaged digestive 
tract may not be able to ab- 
sorb it either. As a precau- 
tion, honey should be the 
main source of sweetening. 
As you can see from this, 
the diet has to be based 
mostly on vegetables, meat, 
fish and fowl, being careful 
to eliminate any flour prod- 
ucts in their preparation. 


All forms of coffee, includ- 


ing those that are caffeine 
tree, colas and cocoa should 
be eliminated. 


B l e e d i n g tendencies are 


common to people who have 
a severe problem such as 
you describe, because the 
diarrhea prevents the nor- 
mal absorption of vitamin K. 
the blood clotting vitamin. 
The diarrhea and poor ab- 
sorption leads to multiple 
vitamin and mineral defi- 
ciencies, and for this rea- 
son, patients with this prob- 
lem need replacements of all 
of their vitamins, including 
folic acid (five to 10 milli- 
grams a day), iron, calcium, 
and B vitamins, and large 
doses of vitamin A (which 
they can utilize without de- 
veloping toxicity because of 
the absorption problem}. 


By following this strict 


program, many individuals 
can be significantly bene- 
fited. Some also require 
cortisone (prednisone) or re- 
lated medication. I hope 
things do improve in your 
difficult problem.
